THE NEW BISHOPS. 


John W. Hamilton was 
born in 


Lewis county, Virginia, March 2. 1S45. 
He was graduated from Mount Union 
College, Ohio, 1S65 with the defense of 
A. B. and from Boston university in 
1S75 with the degree of D. D. Dur- 
ing Ms career he has been the finan- 
cial agent of Mount Union 
College, 


pastor of the church at Newport, Ohio. 
and at Maiden, Mass, For twenty-five 
years he has been a prominent preach 
er in and uear Boston. 
In 1S92 ho 


was elected corresponding secretary 
of the.Kreedtnan's Aid, and Southern 
Education Society and had held that 
position ever j?Jncc. 


David H. Moore, of Cincinnati, edi 


tor of tho Western Christian Advocate, 
was born near Athens. Ohio. Sepetra- 
ber 4th, 1S38. He was appointed to 
Bainbridge Circuit'as junior preacher 
in I860, having graduated from the 
Ohio University, In 1861, was 
sst-8 


tioned at Marietta. Ohio, but a year 
later"entered the Union ranks as a 
private soldier. He was immediately 
chosen Captain of Co. A. S7th Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry. 
He was made 


prisoner at Harper's Ferry but was ex- 
changed and later assisted in forming 
the oue hundred and twenty-fifth OWo 
Volunteers in which he rose by grades 
to the rank of Lieut. Colonel. 
He 


followed Sherman on his march to ^ 
sea, and at*the conclusion of the war. 
returned, to his ministerial duties. 
During his career later he served ns 
president of "West- Kian college 
for 


women at 
Cincinnati; 
Chancellor 


President of Colorado Seminary, as 
Chancellor of the University of Den- 
ver, and as editor of the Wesiorn 
Christian Advocate to which he was 
elected in 1884. 
He is a ready de- 


bater, and is recognized, as one of the 
greatest editors and pulpit orators of 
the church and la the present confer- 
ence came out as the champion of the 
rights of women in the general con- 
ference .

these will be in cbnrge of Professor 
Edwin B. frost, astrophysicist at the 
i'erkes observatory. Prisms ;ire used 
in some .of the spectroscopes and in 
others gratings made of polisbed specu- 
lum metal'ruled witli lines. 14.43S acd 
20,000 to the inch. By the use of spe- 
cially sensitized plates it is hoped thai 
all parts of the spectrum from the red 
to tbe extreme ultra violet can be pho- 
tographed. By this means mucb addi- 
tional knowledge-of tlie physical and 
chemical nature of the sun's atmos- 
phere, may be gained.

The 
gentlemen engaged in the enterprise 
bplieve-that the country .will-prove 
the richest gold producing fields in 
the world.

is one of the oldest mining: experts in 
the country, v.-jli represent the Ameri- 
can interest in the expedition, which 
will leave for Cape Nome .on June 1. 
There they will be met by a K'jssisn

Supreme Court I>ccision. 


Washington, May 22. — The United 


States supreme cou-rt decid-ed the Ken- 
tucky governorship case in favor of 
Governor Beefchani, dismissing the 
writ of error of Kentucky court of ap- 
peals. The opinion was handed down 
by Chief Justice Fuller, and the case 
was dismissed for want of jurisdiction. 
He said that the determination of cases 
of this character, contests for state of- 
fices, must necessarily be settled by 
the political branch of the government. 
That .branch had-acted in tbe Ken- 
tucky case when the genera] assembly 
took jurisdiction. There was no ap- 
peal from tlie assembly's 
decision, 


which was favorable to Goebel and

1 purely a state case—that Kentucky 
was in the full possession of its facul- 
ties as a member oi the Union, and 
that there was no emergency at thJs 
time calling for interference.

the chief justice had concluded, Jus- 
tices McTvenna, Brewer ami Harlan 
read opinions dissenting from the opin- 
ion, of tbe court. Justice Harlan en- 
tirely anil tha others on certain points. 


Beekham's Iteciuisiilon Refused. 
Indianapolis, May 22.—Charles S. 


Finley, former secretary oC state of the 
state of Kentucky, was under arrest 
and detained at police headquarters for 
about t\vo hours, and was then release^ 
on Governor. Mounfs refusal to honor 
a requisition from Governor Bcckaans 
for his return to Kentucky for trial oc 
a charge of complicity in the Goebel 
assassination. When Governor Mount 
was handed the requisition he asked 
to.be shown the indictment. 
"What 


was the complexion politically of the 
grand jury that found this indictment? 
"Were not all the members Democrats 
but two?" he asked. The officer re- 
plied that he did not know. The gov- 
ernor said he would not honor tbe 
requisition, and when the proper time 
comes would offer an explanation for 
his refusal. He says be recognizes 
Beckham as governor since the su- 
preme court decision, but acted on the 
requisition on its merits.
